The following account of |Mercadante’s new Opera, J Bri- 
ganti, which was produced at the Italian Opera, in Paris, on 
Tuesday evening, we copy from the letter of a correspondent. 
The libretto was written by Signor Crescini, who has founded 
his story on Schiller’s celebrated Play of The Robbers. Corrado, 
(Tamburini,) who is enamoured of Amelia, (Grisi,) has ex- 
pelled his brother, Enarmo, (Rubini,) whom she loves, and im- 
prisoned his father Massimiliano, (Lablache,) in order to possess 
himself of his throne. The exasperated Enarmo flies to the 
woods and mountains, and in his despair turns a Brigand. He 
discovers the prison in which his father languishes, marches to 
his rescue at the head of his band, and recovers his realms. Cor- 
tado is killed, but Amelia expires on finding that her beloved 
Enarmo, is the leader of a gang of robbers. The music is a beau- 
tiful composition from one end to the other ; to omit none of the 
pieces that deserve praise would require noticing them all, May- 
erbeer has obtained so much favor by the introduction of church 
music in his Operas, that Mercadante has followed his example.

In one scene, in which Grisi sings admirably, the composer has 
adapted the organ with a most happy effect. This Opera was 
the only novelty brought out this season at the Italian Theatre, 
and it is strange it should have been deferred to the last week of 
the season. ‘
